tion of the Paris Bar association to 
the American lawyers, who are visit- 
ing Paris.

American Bar association, thanked the 
Frenc-h bar for their Invitation to the 
American lawyers and for their hospi- 
tality to them, 


Speaking as a lawyer to lawyers, he 


emphasized the need of democracy of 
"the expert service of* lawyers of broad 
vision of those who aro trained In tho 
law, 
but are neither overwhelmed by

1 faming nor governed by its 


technicalities, 


"Our systems of law are unlike 


some respects," .Mr. Hughes told his 
French colleagues.

Yon may find many new buildings, though n lot of tho old landmarks 


remain. And oh! how you long to survey the haunts of your boyhood 
the old swimming hole, fhe school where you received the rudiments o] 
your education, the fields, ihe hills, the valleys, the slroams and the 
trees among which you wandered joyous and carefree in the happy 
days of childhood. 
H is informing to learn how fate has denlt with 


your schoolmates and the companions of! your youth. 
You may find 


that the brightest hoy in school is holding down an unimportant job at 
low pay. 
The supposed d tin PR may startle you by his great success. 


The net result is a conclusion (hat very few people turn out as others 


expect they will.

Legal Profession Must Fur- 


nish Leadership for World 
Democracies 


American, and French Laws 


Based on Same

mentals, He Says 


PARIS, July 29. (By the Associated 


Press.)—Lawyers, whose diplomas are 
sealed "by an authority of conscience 
which Is higher than that of nny gov- 
ernment," must Jurnlsh the leadership 
for the democracies of the world for 
'.'if we are true to our profession, we 
are apostles of progress," Secretary of 
State Hughes declared at the, recep- 
tion of the Paris Bar association to 
the American lawyers, who are visit- 
ing Paris. 


Mr. Hughes, as 
president of 
the 


American Bar association, thanked the 
French bar for their invitation to the 
American lawyers and for their hospi- 
tality to them. 


Speaking as a lawyer to lawyers, he 


emphasized the need of democracy of 
"the expert service of lawyers of broad 
vision of those who are trained in the 
law. but are neither overwhelmed by 
their learning nor governed by its 
technicalities. 


"Our systems of law are unlike in 


some 'respects," Mr. Hughes told his 
French colleagues. 
"Our methods of 


administration present certain striking 
differences, but our sense of unity of 
purpose is so profound that these dlf- 
ferwces merely excite sympathy, In- 
terest and a desire to understand th»Ir 
historic causes and effects." 


Commenting1 on how much alike were

and to people of deep seated home ties it comes oftener. 
How does' 


this match your own experience? 
A trip to the Old Home Town after 


an absence of 12 years is nearly always disappointing, even dismal. 
The thrill of anticipation increases as your train or touring auto nears 
the destination where your childhood was singed. 


You may find ninny now buildings, though a lot of the old landmarks 


remain. And oh! how you long to survey the haunts of your boyhood, 
the old swimming hole, flip, school where you received the-rudiments of 
your education, the fields, the hills, the valleys, the streams and the 
trees among- whic-h you wandered joyous and carefree in the happy 
days of childhood. 
It is interesting to learn how fate has dealt with 


your schoolmates nnd the companions of your youth. 
You may find 


that the brightest boy in school is holding down an unimportant job at 
low pay. The supposed dunce may startle you by his great success. 


The net result is a conclusion that very few people turn out as others 


expect they will. 
Time is the nrid test. 
It destroys the weak and 


elevates the strong. But after an absence of twenty-five or thirty years, 
you find vast changes, not in Nature or the aspect of the country, but 
chiefly in the people. 
Gone ore most: of the friends of your youth, 


scattered far and wide to the ends of the earth, while many have passed 
on to eternity, and those who tremain have undergone such a change 
that they seem as parties you never met. "Where you were known to 
thousands, now you hardly iind one lo recognize you. 


You meet a childhood chum. 
After ,1 little coaching, he remembers 


your identity. You talk, over the old days and exchange ideas and 
philosophies of life. 
He tells you what happened, to others with whom 


you were acquainted, who prospered, who failed, and whe passed away. 
Gradually as you study the crony of long ago, you sense that you are 
talking to a 95 per cent, different person than the one you formerly 
knew. 
Time has changed his body, his thinking, his character. And 


you to him have undergone as grent a change. 


' . 
Personality is not a fixed and permanent thing. 
It changes so 


much as time passes that it is doubtful if any two men separated for 
forty or fifty years would recognize each other if brought face to face 
without an introduction. 
Such is lif-o, such the experiences of those who 


visit the Old Home after a long, long absence. 
Yet, all this is hard to 


understand by (hose who have lived and worked continually in the same 
place and who spend their lives luuirt the scenes in which their youthful 


, years flew by. 
Yet, a man of fifty, sixty or over, ns he walks the 


: streets of his unlive town, feels much as if in a strange place, so 


different are the people from those of his youthful years, so many have 
passed on, so many moved to other scenes, while generation follows 
generation like waves of the sea.

problem for our experts

vance of civilization: 


Washington, 
capital city 
of "the 


most advanced nation on earth," the 
jseat of America's law-making power, 
centre of educational and social cul- 
ture, having in iis^iopulation a higher 
percentage of "college" 
folk 
and 
a 


lower percentage of illiteracy than 
any similarly large city, Is close to tho 
top of the list In per capita average 
of arrests made for violations of law! 


Figures Just compiled for the year 


ending July 1 show that, on an avcr- 
IIKO, one Inhabitant out of six was ar- 
rested for some form or other of law- 
lessness during the last 12 months. 


That, it must be admitted, isn't 


very good record. 
Certainly it la no 


a good record for the city whoso chief 
business is the making and admin 1s- 
terinn of laws for the rest of tho na 
tion. 
It represents an average of almos 


one arrest per family, on the basis o( 
five persons to a family. 


Analysis of 
the statistics of 
the* 


arrests show that automobiles an 
booze are at tho root of the Increase. 


Total arrests for 
violation 
of 
th< 


liquor laws were 13,321. For dlsrcgart 
of automobile laws, 47,025 arrests were 
made, 9876 being for speeding and 23,- 
228 for traffic, "violations." 


.Major Dan" Sullivan, superintendent 


of police, who, in connection with pro- 
hibition, describes Washington as "a 
hip-pocket town," explains the statis- 
tics by saying that 
Washington isn't 


growing more lawless but that the po- 
lice are more vigilant. 


So much for Washington*:: failure to 


live up to the laws she has. r.'ow for 
a law she'd like to have, but hasn't. 


Much more than additional "prohibi- 


tive" laws, saying what must not he 
done, Washington would llko a "per- 
missive" law, granting authority for 
the development of the water power 
now running to waste In the Potomac 
river at Great Falls, 15 miles 
ahov* 


the capital. 
Such a law, which Is recommended 


by Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Hoover, 


would make available 
180,000 horse- 


power of energy, save some hundred^ 
of thousands of tons of coal annually, 
relieve congestion in freight transpor- 
tation, and otherwise make" Washing- 
ton a better capital to live in.
